A $500 pledge bv the Committee to 
Support Higher Education has been made 
to try and keep the library open from 10 
pm. to Il p.m. Monday through

The SSC library isn't as t 
some of the other state colicge libraries 
At Cal State Long Beach for example, the 
library is only open 69.5 hours per week 
in contrast to SSCs 81 hours 

Martin said that the average of the state 
college network is about 80 hours per 
week and that SSC has had to cut down 
to that average after offering extra service 
of 101.5 hours weekly operation last 
year 

Mainly the graduate students suffer 
from the cut noted Martin, since many 
work during the day full time and go to 
classes until 10 p.m. when the library 
closes.

Dumke nails faculty

A detailed discussion of all of 
the objectionable features of the 
mew grievance and disciplinary 
action procedures is not possible 
at this time. Instead, this paper 
summarizes only those aspects of 
the new procedures that are 
particularly detrimental to the 
State College faculty and to the 
prospects for amicable 
employment relations between 
the faculty and the trustees 


Peer Group Judgment Eliminated 
in Discipline Cases Current 
procedures call for the 
consideration of disciplinary 
action cases by a facuity hearing 
committee on each campus. Each 
campus establishes procedures for 
insuring the‘impartiality of the 
hearing committee, including 
provisions for challenges for 
cause. The chairman of the 
disciplinary action panel rules on 
the validity of all such challenges, 
and his rulings are final. This 
committee hears witnesses and 
examines other evidence. On the 
basis of the record thus compiled, 
the committee arrives at a 


decision and recommends 
appropriate action to the 
president. Dumke's new 


procedures eliminates the faculty 
hearing committee. Instead, 
hearing officers, appointed by the 
president and serving at his 
pleasure, hear all witnesses and 
examine all evidence. The hearing 
officer makes all rulings on 
matters relating to the conduct of 
the hearing. including matters 
regarding admission of evidence 
The record of the hearings and the 
findings of the hearing officer are 
then presented to a local faculty

hearing officer It may consid

to eliminate peer group judgment 


This is true even though the 
hearing officer's function is 
technically confined to the 


preparation of the findings of 
fact. These cases involve matters 
of professional competence and 
conduct, questions concerning 
which facts are relevant and which 
facts have been proved are 
questions requiring the expertise 
of professional peers. The 
determination of the answers to 
these questions lies outside the 
competence of a member of the 
legal profession, particularly one 
appointed by and serving at the 
pleasure of the college president 
Excessive Powers of the President 
The new pr give the 
president, who is a party to the 
dispute, powers customarily 
reserved to prosecutors, judges 
and juries’ For 
8.3 of the grievance

Section 9.2 of the grievance 
procedures provides that if an 
initial determination as to 
whether there are sufficient facts 
to warrant a grievance proceeding 
is not sent to the president by the 
grievance committee within five 
working days, “the president shall 
make the initial determinat 
ion 7 

Both the grievance and the 
disciplinary action procedures 
provide that arguments 
concerning the legal applicability 
or legal validity of any provision 
on the basis of which he is 
charged, or of the procedures 
themselves, shal] be addressed to 
the president who renders a final 
decision 

Again, section 11.3 of the 
grievance procedures states that if 
a recommendation is not made by 
the grievance committee within 
30 working days from the date of 
the notice of initial 
determination, the president shall 
make such decision as he deems 
wise, and no further action may 
be taken in the matter pursuant to 
these procedures 

In disciplinary action cases, the 
president appoints an 
‘administrative officer” whose 


duties are roughly comparable to 
those of a prosecuting attorney

The new 
procedure makes the Chancellor, a 
party to the dispute in many cases 
and partisan in all cases, the final 
authority. This is about as 
reasonable as allowing the grievant 
the final say in deciding huw his 
grievance should be decided 

A second change in the 
off-campus appeals procedure 
eliminates the option whereby the 
grievant and the president each 


select one member from the 
Chancellor's Review Panel The 
two members so selected then 


choose a third arbitrator to round! 


out the committee. That option, 
in addition to selection of the 
three man board by the 
Chancellor or selection by lot, is 
now in the grievance procedures 
Section 14.1 of the revised 
procedures provides, however 
that the convening of the three 
man panel “shall be by lot’ 

Inclusion of the option whereby 
the grievant and the president 
each selects an arbitrator was, 
might recall, agreed to as part of 
the strike settlement at San 
Francisco State College in early 
1969. Our attorney assures us that
